W hile the ecum enical conference of 1801 
w as in session the special com m ittee on 
statistic* m ade a very careful estim ate, 
from w hich it appeared that there w ere in 
N orth A m erica tw en ty separately organ­ 
ized M ethodist bodies, which at th at (late 
em braced 39,042 m inisters and 5,383,994 lay 
m em bers, ow ning 57.465 church edifices. 
Of these the M ethodist Episcopal church 
included 2,256,463 lay m em bers, the M etho­ 
d ist Episcopal Church Stmt h 1.218,561 and 
the A frican M ethodist Episcopal 475.565. 
There are, how ever, three other M ethodist 
bodies of colored people, of which the Zion 
branch includes 425,000 members, and alto­ 
gether there are in the United States nearly 
or quite 1.100,000 colored M ethodists. 
B y the sam e count there were tw elve 
M ethodist organizations in Europe, w ith 
4,488 m inisters and 915.986 members: seven 
in A sia, w ith 588 m inisters and 35,313 m em ­ 
bers; eigh t in Africa, w ith 365 m inister* 
and 77,234 m em bers, four in A ustralasia, 
w ith 682 m inisters and 60,131 mem liers and 
detached bodies in m any islands. In short, 
there are today neariy or quite 7,OOO,COO 
M ethodists in the world, and adding the 
fam ilies of ad u lt m embers, according to 
the usual system , there is a M ethodist pop­ 
ulation of 25,000,000.

The Libby Prison W ar Museum 
has just p laced in p osition an exhibit 
consisting 
of interesting historic 
chairs, nnd every one of these chairs 
forms one of the links in the history 
of this great nation. 
The first chair 
of interest is an old wooden one, in 
which John Hancock sat when he af­ 
fixed his signature to the famous 
Declaration of Indep endence, ami 
near this is an old and worn wooden 
wicker 
th a t 
Abraham 
Lincoln's 
father once p rized as a p ortion of his 
household effects. Then come a few 
chairs of a more modern date, the 
first being the leather-covered p ivot 
chair used in Lincoln's library a t the 
White House when he was President. 
Iu the same exhibit are six of the 
chairs th a t were in the box a t F ord’s 
Theater, W ashington, on the night 
th a t President Lincoln was assas­ 
sinated. The last official chair of the 
Confederacy is one of great interest. 
It is the one th a t Jefferson Davis 
used in the residence of Mrs. P o tts as 
an office chair after Richmond was 
evacuated, and the seat of the Con­ 
federacy was forced to the South. 
The m ost modern of these chairs in 
this historic collection is th a t used 
by p resident G rant. Hayes and G ar­ 
field as an office chair in the White 
House. One other chair of interest 
is th a t used by President Garfield 
after he was shot by Guiteau. It is 
an invalid chair of the 
reclining 
p attern, and wns the only one used 
by th a t m artyred President from the 
tim e he was shot by the assassin 
unlil his death.

A Nebraska farmer has been ex­ 
p erimenting with p otato seed, and 
obtained some information which is 
worth noting. It was on a small scale, 
to be sure, but th a t is the way exp eri­ 
ments should be undertaken on the 
farm. He p lanted two medium-sized 
p otatoes of a late variety w hole. Re­ 
sult, half a p eck of very inferior 
tubers. He also took two of the same 
size and kind, cut them into nineteen 
p ieces with an eye in each p iece. From 
these he obtained a little over three 
of very fine p otatoes. At the same 
time he p lanted two very small ones, 
not larger than an ordinary bean, of 
course p lanting them whole, and w’as 
surp rised to dig from the two hills a 
ten-quart p ail heap ing full of the 
sm oothest and best p otatoes he saw 
last year. 
The same farmer also exp erimented 
a little with corn, obtaining results 
th a t do not accord with common 
theory. In his trial ground he p lant­ 
ed five acres with corn shelled from 
the luiddleoftheear.andthe same day 
p lanted live acres with seed from the 
whole ear. The latter was fit to crib 
ten days earlier than corn p lanted six 
days before, and the yield was much inches. Make it 5 feet 
larger. Such exp eriments as these, ! with iron bolt. 
You can 
conducted by p rivate individuals in a 
small way, often have great p ractical 
value. 
The common custom of p lanting 
p ump kins in the same field with corn, 
and in the hills, is not ap p roved by 
some p rogressive farmers. The p um p

Intelligent exp erimentation will enable 
the farmer to discover the key to

If the seed of the p lant is deficient 
and the w’ood unnp ened, there is 
p lainly a lack of p otash and p hos­ 
p horic acid. One 
field may 
have 
enough of these elements for alm ost 
any crop —though this is seldom the 
case on long-cultivated soils—while 
the Adjoining one is lacking in one or 
all of them. 
The trial of different brands of fer­ 
tilizers, or of different farm manures, 
will aid the farmer in determining 
what his soil needs; but a good 
analysis affords a help ful starting 
p oint for such exp eriments, and there­ 
in lies its chief value. 


D eh o rn in g .

My p lan for securing the animal is as 
follows: Make a stanchion 
6 feet 
long, 0 feet high, 20 inches wide at 
bottom , 3 feet wide a t top .

a p atch devoted to 
ttie trial one half had tlie top s cut off 
and removed as soon as they showed 
any signs of rot and the other half 
remained uncut. On digging the crop 
all the p otatoes from the treated j 
p ortions of tha field were found to be j 
p erfectly sound, while those from the 
other p ortion were unfit to use. 
It is of no advantage to p lant com ! 
before the ground insufficiently warm- j 
ed to germinate the seed. It is ap t to : 
rot in dam p soil, and then it is im- j 
p ortant for corn to germinate quick­ 
ly and get a good start. Plant deep 
in soil dry enough to make a good 
tilth, firm the ground, and with good 
after culture and the blessing of Prov­ 
idence there will be an abuudant liar* 
vest. 


P la n of H og F eed in g . 
Mr. Eli Heaton writes in the Indi- ! 
ana Farmer: Through your columns I j 
would like to give my brother farmers 
my p lan of feeding hogs during the 
p ast season, which I found was very 
healthful for the hogs and saves corn ; 
cobs. Last sp ring a year 1 bought 
half a bushel of the White Jerusalem 
artichoke which p lanted about one- 
sixth of an acre; from this, in the fall, 
I sold 25 bushels of seed, I also buried 
about 12 bushels for my own use, 
then turned in 21 hogs to help them- j 
selves. Here they grew and fatted j 
with only a little corn each day, also 
with p lenty of fresh water, and salt j 
and charcoal occasionally. This year 
I have about one and one-half acres. 
I have turned in 39 head of hogs to 
fatten and 42 fall p igs are also feeding 
on 
them. 
After 
the 
fat 
hogs i 
are 
sold 
there 
will 
be 
food ; 
enou h to sup p ly my brood sows 
and p igs until sp ring with only a very i 
little corn. In the sp ring I have only ! 
to turn my hogs out, close tip the 
fence and the new crop comes on with­ 
out any cultivation. There are al- i 
ways enough tuber* left in the ground j 
for a new crop . These artichokes are j 
very p rolific and will yield hundreds . 
of bushels p er acre. 
I think th a t roots are the natural j 
food for hogs, and it is needless to say I 
th a t I have long since quit the cruel 
p ractice of using rings. Let us try 
more of the root feeding and have i 
better and healthier hogs, esp ecially j 
when it will save time, labor and corn.

The hill of Costabelle. near Hyeres, 
in the land of Provence, is without 
doubt an ideal home, says the Lon­ 
don Telegrap h. Though nearer to 
England than its more aristocratic 
and lordly rivals dotted about the 
glorious cost between 
Toulon and 
Genoa, it yields to none of them in 
natural beauty, nor in th a t sense of 
delicious ease and restfulness. Hyeres 
and Costabelle are situated at the 
very gate, as it were, of Flower Land, 
sheltered by p alm and m yrtle and 
oak growing in endless forests, as free 
as any p laces can p ossibly be from 
th a t ugly curse of the Riviera—the 
wind known as 
the 
m istral—the 
centre of a vast flower-growingdistrict 
which sup p lies Paris and 
Ixrndon 
with its choicest bloom**, high on an 
eminence above the white and dusty 
roads th at skirt the sea, and with the 
m onotony 
of 
the 
Mediterranean 
broken by innnmeral islands th at 
sp arkle in thesun. Even the old-world 
Saracenic town of Hyeres, with its 
crumbling castle and battered fort­ 
resses with the grim vestiges of at tacks 
from without and within by cannon 
and earthquake,; m ust yield in glory 
to Costabelle, the p roud beauty who 
faces seaward and turns her back on 
her fair rival. There are some faint 
signs of anim ation a t Hyeres of the 
Palms. 
Miniatures cafes and restau­ 
rants, clubs 
and 
shop s, 
p alatial 
hotels and gardens of acclimatization,, 
golf and lawn tennis grounds help to 
amuse the visitors who p refer this 
p eaceful sp ot to the rounu of gayety 
and p leasure elsewhere. 
Hyeres may 
be called the Cheltenham or the Leam­ 
ington of the Rivirea.

Extended exp erience with p otato 
scab leads the North D akota exp eri­ 
ment station to the following interest­ 
ing conclusions: Scabby seed tubers un­ 
der ordinary circumstances p roduce a 
diseased crop of p otatoes. Seed p o ta­ 
toes free from scab, up on soil free 
from the disease, will p roduce a heal­ 
thy crop of p otatoes. The disease 
germs can remain in the ground from 
one crop to another. The most inter­ 
esting fact is, th a t by soaking the di­ 
seased seed in certain chemical solu­ 
tions before p lanting, an undiseased 
crop can be grown from the scabbiest 
p otatoes, p rovided the soil be free 
from 
the 
scab 
germs. 
Tbe 
p oint to be attained is 
to 
kill 
the adhering germs 
and not re­ 
tard the growth of the tuber. 
For 
this a treatm ent with corrosive subli­ 
mate, mercuric bichloride, is recom­ 
mended. In the first p lace, wash tiie 
seed p otatoes thoroughly either in 
running water or in a tub, changing 
the water frequently; reject the scab­ 
biest ones. For the treatm eut, ob­ 
tain a barrel and p lace in it thirteen 
gallons of water. Dissolve two ounces 
of corrosive sublimate in two gallons 
of warm water; add this to the water 
in the barrei, and stir it well till th o r­ 
oughly mixed with it. I^et the p ota­ 
toes remain in this solution an hour 
and a half. The liquid can be used 
again for another quantity of p ota­ 
toes. After the treatm ent the tuber 
can be cut in the usual manner and 
p lanted. 
A similar sca!) is found on some va­ 
rieties of beets, p resumably the same. 
It is unw’ise to raise p otatoes on the 
same land for successive seasons if 
they are shabby, and it follows th a t 
beets should not be grown after scab­ 
by p otatoes. 
It is p robable th a t 
other root crop s may be infested with 
the fungous disease. If so, it may be 
exp ected th a t p reventiyes will 
be 
*ound which are effective. 


L im ita tion s o f Soil A n a ly sis, 
A great deal is said nowadays of the 
im p ortance 
of soil analysis. Un­ 
questionably a good analysis of ag­ 
ricultural lands is useful; but there are 
lim itations to its value. It does not 
determine everything a farmer needs to 
know about his soil. Analysis m ust 
be sup p lemented by careful observa­ 
tion of growing p lants, and by ex­ 
p eriments, intelligently carried on, to 
discover what additions are needful 
to bring the soil to a high degree of 
fertility. 
It was said by one of the sp eakers at 
a recent Farm ers’ Institute, th a t there 
m ay be a considerable p ercentage of 
p lant food locked up in tbe soil, of 


S h o rt R ow s. 
A hive of 5,000 bees will p roduce 
I about fifry p ounds o i honey annually. 
For hogs with overloaded stomachs 
charcoal is an excellent relief. 
The hog, as a machine, can turn 
i more p roducts into a p rofitable form 
I than any other animal th a t we know. 
Every day a team is idle foots up a 
I loss equal to the cost of keep s. As 
far as p ossible avoid this loss. 
Trees p rop erly p runed 
and the 
fruit well thinned out need never have 
theii limbs p rop p ed. 
The man who 
carries out this mode w ill succeed, 
where ths neglected trees will be un­ 
p rofitable. 
Sleep ing in dust is the cause of the 
p rem ature death of many hogs. Give 
them p lenty of bedding and don’t p er­ 
mit them to nest under corncribs or 
other buildings. 
The difference between a sharp p low 
and a dull one may not ap p ear very 
im p ortant but it may make the dif­ 
ference in labor oi three horses com­ 
p ared with two. When the imp le­ 
ments are in p rop er order less p ower 
is required. 
If you know anything about the 
care of horses, and have any sym­ 
p athy for them, water them as often 
I as they want to drink—once an fiour, 
if p ossible. By doing this, you will 
not be only merciful to your animals, 
but you will be a benefactor to your­ 
self, as they will do more work; they 
w ill be healthier; they will look better; 
and will be less liable to coughs and 
colds, and will live longer. 
Mr. Holman, of Virginia, in the 
American Farmer, states th at he had 
a neighbor whoa few years ago bought 
100 sheep for $ 300, and th a t the first 
season after the p urchase he sold 
nearly enough lambs and wool to p ay 
the entire cost, with original flock 
left. Mr. Holman thinks 
th at no 
evidence is lacking to p rove the p rofit­ 
ableness of the business of sheep rais­ 
ing. 
It is said th a t the use of tarred p ap er 
top rotect trees is worse than ail other 
evils combined, as it causes the bark 
underneath it to decay to tho wood. 
A corresp ondent of the Western Ru­ 
ral lost a fine young orchard of 200 
treess by this means, but not until 
after writing an article recommending 
the use of tarred p ap er, which he has 
been trying to correct ever since. 
There is one disadvantage, and but 
one, in getting the horns off from cat­ 
tle—it removes the age marks. But 
the comp ensating 
advantages far 
overbalance this. At two y ^ r s old 
a wrinkle ap p ears a t the base of the 
horn, and the following year it is suffi­ 
ciently develop ed to be easily seen. 
At live years of age a second wrinkle

A Nebraska farmer has been ex­ 
perimenting with potato seed, and 
obtained some information which is 
worth noting. It was on a small scale, 
to be sure, but that is the way experi­ 
ments should be undertaken on the 
farm. 
He planted two medium sized 
potatoes of a late variety whole. 
Re­ 
sult, half a peck of very inferior 
tubers. He also took two of the same 
size and kind, cut them into nineteen 
pieces with an eye in each piece. From 
these he obtained a little over three 
of very fine potatoes. 
At the same 
time he planted two very small ones, 
not larger than an ordinary bean, of 
course planting them whole, and was 
surprised to dig from the two hills a 
ten-quart pail heaping full of the 
smoothest and best potatoes lie saw 
last year. 
The same farmer also experimented 
a little with corn, obtaining results 
that do not accord with common 
theory. In his trial ground he plant­ 
ed five acres with corn shelled from 
the middle of the ear, andthe same day 
planted five acres with seed from the 
whole ear. The latter was lit to crib 
ten days earlier than corn planted six 
days before, and the yield was much 
larger. 
Such experiments as these, 
conducted by private individuals in a 
small way, often have great practical 
value. 
The common custom of planting 
pumpkins in the same field with corn, 
and in the hills, is not approved by 
some progressive farmers. The pump 
kins may not take much from the value 
of the corn, but the corn, by shading 
the vines and fruit, certainly docs 
take a good deal from the pumpkins. 
If only a few pumpkins are desired, 
perhaps this way of growing them 
will do well enough. 
But when a 
large crop is wanted, of the best 
quality, the plantation should occupy 
the entire ground. An immense crop 
can be raised from a single acre, and 
the quality of the fruit will be inu:h 
better than that grown with corn. 
Pumpkins are 
greatly relished by 
cattle and hogs, and make a cheap 
and wholesome addition to the grain 
and hay ration. 
An instructive experiment in check­ 
ing potato rot is rejKJrted from Penn­ 
sylvania. 
in 
a patch devoted 
the trial one half had the tops cut off 
and removed as soon as they showed 
any signs of rot and the other half 
remained uncut. Un digging the crop 
all the potatoes from the treated 
portions of the field were found to be 
perfectly sound, while those from the 
other portion were unfit to use. 
It is of no advantage to plant corn 
before the ground is sufficiently warm­ 
ed to germinate the seed. 
It is apt to 
rot in damp soil, and then it is im­ 
portant for corn to germinate quick­ 
ly ami get a good start. 
Plant deep 
in soil dry enough to make a good 
tilth, firm the ground, and with good 
after culture and the blessing of Prov­ 
idence there will be an abundant har­ 
vest. 


Plan of Hog Feeding. 
Mr. Eli Heaton writes in the Indi- j 
ana Farmer: Through your columns I ; 
would like to give my brother farmers 1 
my plan of feeding hogs during the 
past season, which I found was very 
healthful for the hogs and saves corn 
cobs. 
Last spring a year I bought 
half a bushel of the White Jerusalem fI 
artichoke which planted about one- 
sixth of an acre; from this, in the fall, I 
I sold 25 bushels of seed, I also buried j 
about 12 bushels for my own use, 
then turned in 21 hogs to help them- j 
selves. 
Here they grew and fatted j 
with only a little corn each day, also 
with plenty of fresh water, and salt > 
and charcoal occasionally. This year 
I have about one and one-half acres, j 
I have turned in 39 head of hogs to 
fatten and 42 fall pigs are also feeding 
on 
them. 
After 
the 
fat 
hogs 
aru 
sold 
there 
will 
be 
food j 
enou h to supply my brood sows j 
and pigs until spring with only a very j 
little corn. 
In the spring I have only 
to turn my hogs out, close up the 
fence and the new cropcomes on with- j 
out any cultivation. There are a1- j 
ways enough tuber* left in the ground j 
for a new crop. These artichokes are j 
very prolific and will yield hundreds 
of bushels per acre. 
I think that roots are the natural 
food for hogs, and it is needless to say 
that I have long since quit the cruel 
practice of using rings. 
Let us try 
more of the root feeding and have 
better and healthier hogs, especially 
when it will save time, labor and corn.

Intelligent experimentation Will enable 
the farmer to discover the key to 
these stored up treasures 
If there is 
a large growth of foliage wood, it is 
evident that there is enough nitrogen. 
Jf the seed of the plant is deficient 
and the wood unripened, there is 
plainly a lack of potash and phos­ 
phoric acid.

field may 
have 
enough of these elements for almost 
any crop—though this is seldom the 
case on long-cultivated soils—while 
the adjoining one is lacking in one or 
all of them. 
The trial of different brands of fer­ 
tilizers, or of different farm manures, 
will aid the farmer in determining 
what his soil needs; but a good 
analysis affords a helpful starting 
point for such experiments, and there­ 
in lies its chief value.

A writer in the stockman enumer­ 
ates some thoughtless practices from 
w hich farm horses suffer, which can be 
remedied by a little thoughtful con­ 
sideration. 
He says: The most cruel 
thing thnt farmers and others do with 
their horses is the practice of putting 
bridles on them without first thawing 
the bits out. Some ot the neighbors 
say they haven't time to hold bridles 
by the fire. 
I usually dip my bits in 
the watering troughs which is just as 
good. As so^n us they are wet they 
will not stick to the mouth. And 
some people 
will leave the breast 
straps down when they are not holding 
up a neck-yoke. Sometimes they have 
heavy irons on them, which strike the 
horses' legs quite hard. 
I have seen 
to farmers plow for weeks with breast 
straps hitting tlie horses nearly every 
step they took. 
Let us try to

her fair rival. There are some faint 
signs of animation at Hyeres of the 
Palms. 
Miniatures cafes and restau­ 
rants,

shops, 
palatial 
hotels and gardens of acclimatization, t 
golf and lawn tennis grounds help to 
amuse the visitors who prefer this 
peaceful spot to the round of gayety 
and pleasure elsewhere. 
Hyeres may 
be called the Cheltenham orth©Leam­ 
ington of the Rivirea. 
But the quiet 
heights of Costabelle 
are occupied 
entirely by the most primitive of 
villages, by the three large hotels, and 
by the votive Church of Our Lady, 
with its lovely Calvary crowning the 
peaceful Iliff. Life as it is known else­ 
where in the sunny .South could not 
possibly exist at Costabelle, seldom 
resorted to as it is save by the pedes­ 
trian or the 
home-loving invalid. 
Visitors pass by it on their way 
across the breezy isthmus to Giens; 
t he naturalist haunts it for its butter­ 
flies, and the botanist for its rare 
flowers.

Extended experience with potato 
scab leads the North Dakota experi­ 
ment station to the followinginterest- 
ing conclusions: Scabby seed tubers un­ 
der ordinary circumstances produce a 
diseased crop of potatoes. Seed pota­ 
toes free from scab, upon soil free 
from the disease, will produce a heal­ 
thy crop of potatoes. 
The disease 
germs can remain in the ground from 
one crop to another. The most inter­ 
esting fact is, that by soaking the di­ 
seased seed in certain chemical solu­ 
tions before planting, an uruliseased 
crop can be grown from the scabbiest 
potatoes, provided the soil be free 
from 
the 
scab 
germs. 
The 
point to be attained is 
to 
kill 
the 
adhering 
germs 
and not re­ 
tard the growth of the tuber. 
For 
this a treatment with corrosive subli­ 
mate, mercuric bichloride, is recom­ 
mended. 
In the first place, wash the 
seed potatoes thoroughly either in 
running water or in a tub, changing 
the water frequently; reject the scab­ 
biest ones. For the treatment, ob- 
place in it thirteen 
Dissolve two ounces 
tain a barrel and 
gallons of water. 
of corrosive sublimate in two gallons 
of warm water; add this to the water 
in the barrei, and stir it well till thor­ 
oughly mixed with it. I^et the pota­ 
toes remain in this solution an hour 
and a half. The liquid can be used 
again for another quantity of pota­ 
toes. After the treatment the tuber 
CAn be cut in the usual manner and 
planted. 
A similar scab is found on some va­ 
rieties of beets, presumably the same. 
It is unwise to raise potatoes on the 
same land for successive seasons if 
they are shabby, and it foliowTs that 
beets should not be grown after scab­ 
by potatoes. 
It is probable that 
other root crops may be infested with 
the fungous disease. 
If so, it may be 
expected that preventives will 
be

L im itations of Soli A n alysis, 
A great deal is said nowadays of the 
importance 
of soil 
analysis. 
Un­ 
questionably a good analysis of ag­ 
ricultural lands is useful; but there are 
limitations to its value.

determine everything a farmer needs to 
know about his soil. Analysis must 
be supplemented by careful observa­ 
tion of growing plants, and by ex­ 
periments, intelligently carried on, to 
discover what additions are needful 
to bring the soil to a high degree of 
fertility.

Some Odd Fellows in the past hav e 
liv ed to show that we can boast a remote 
antiquity , but this theory has been com­ 
pletely giv en up. 
There is more or less 
definite reference to Odd Fellows socities 
since 17 1« , A. D. 
DeFoe speaks of lodges 
as early as 17 45 , A. D. J as. Montgomery , 
the great poet, composed a short poem 
>n the Odd Fellows in 17 8 8 , A. D. 
The 
>ocm is full of sy mpathy with the order, 
[n the early part of the century it be­ 
came firmly established in England. 
Origin in America: 
The Odd Fellows who came from Eng- 
and, were wont to meet together in New 
England from 18 02 to 18 19, A. D. 
On 
April 2Cih, 18 19, Thomas Wildey and 
four others formally organized the In­ 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows in 
America. 
Before he died, he liv ed to see 
the order grown to 200,000 strong. He 
liv ed to see the lodges accumulate a 
rev enue from dues of ov er $20,000,000 
He liv ed to see $9 ,000,000 spent in re­ 
liev ing the distressed.

They hav e been the 
pioneers in modern democracy and in 
most of our civ il and religious liberities 
in this country . They presided ov er the 
birth of this country , guided it in its 
y outh, preserv ed its mtigrity , rescued it 
from slav ery and Is one of tha great hopes 
of the future.

The scope of this article 
does not allow me to lay any further 
stress upon It 
In reality , hy pnotism 
is found under 
different name» at 
all periods of history , from the incanta­ 
tions of the ancient Egy ptian magici­ 
an down to the fascinations of Mcsmer 
and the inv estigations of Braid. i he-e 
two persons began 
to separate the 
irheat from the chaff, and went so far 
as to show what was real and truly 
scientific in that series of fanciful 
practices, 
bordering on 
witchcraft, 
which, under the most v ariod aspects, 
hav e many believ ers In the credulous 
who are alway s prone to swallow 
marv els. 
Modem hy pnotism owes its name 
and appearance in the realm of science 
to the inv estigations made by Braid. 
He is its true creator; he made it what 
it is, and, abov e all, 
he gav e em­ 
phasis to the ex perimental truth by 
means of which he prov ed that, when 
hy pnotic phenomena are called into 
play , they ai© wholly Independent of 
any supposed influence of the hy pnotist 
upon the hy pnotized, 
and that the 
hy pnotized 
person 
simply 
reacts 
upon himself by reason of latent 
capacities in him which are artificially 
dev eloped. 
Braid 
demonstrated 
that in this 
series of remarkable phenomona hy p­ 
notism. acting upon a human subject 
as upon a fellow field, merely set in 
motion a 
string of silent faculties 
which only needed its assistance to 
reach their dev elopment. 
Here 
wo 
obv iously hav e a now idea and a 
phenomena of the first importance 
which constitutes one of the m ost 
in­ 
teresting anx ions of the question. 
In this field of new research Braid 
had further opportunity of ev incing 
his clear sightedness in many other 
particulars, and it may be said of him 
the outset he foresaw the different 
stages of hy pnotism just as they hav e 
been since defined in 
France.

••Hy pnotism,” say s Braid, “ does not 
comprise only one condition; it is rather i 
a series of different points,

the conscience and the will are com­ 
pletely absent.”

These 
two persons began to separate the 
wheat from the chaff, and went so far 
as to show what was real and truly 
scientific in that series of fanciful 
practices, 
bordering on witchcraft, 
which, under the most varied aspects, 
have many believers In the credulous 
who arc always prone to swallow 
marvels. 
Modern hypnotism owes its name 
and appearance in the realm of science 
to the investigations made by Braid. 
He is its true creator; he made it what 
it is, and, above all, 
he gave em­ 
phasis to the experimental truth be­ 
means of which he proved that, when 
hypnotic phenomena are called into 
play, they ate wholly independent of 
any supposed influence of the hypnotist 
upon the hypnotized, 
and that the 
hypnotized 
person 
simply 
reacts 
upon himself by reason of latent 
capacities in him which are artificially 
developed. 
Braid 
demonstrated that in 
series of remarkable phenomena hyp­ 
notism. acting upon a human subject 
as upon a fellow field, merely set in 
motion a 
string of silent faculties 
which only needed its assistance to 
reaeh their development. 
Here wo 
obviously have a now idea and a 
phenomena of the first importance 
which constitutes one of the most in­ 
teresting anxions of the question. 
In this field of new research Braid 
had further opportunity of evincing 
his clear sightedness in many other 
particulars, and it may be said of him 
the outset he foresaw the different 
stages of hypnotism just as they have 
been since defined in France. 
He 
perceived theirdifferent manifestations 
and ho thus laid the first foundation of 
the structure which has been so fortu­ 
nately developed by workers 
in dif­ 
ferent countries, and which for the 
future constitutes an entirely new 
chapter in general neurology. 
•■Hypnotism,” says Braid, “does not 
comprise only one condition: it is rather 
a series of different points, capable of 
infinite variety, extending from tho 
lightest dreams in which the natural 
functions are intensified, to the pro­ 
foundest state of coma, 
from which 
the conscience and the will arc com­ 
pletely absent-” 
In another place he 
speaks with moro detail about hyp­ 
notic coma. 
We aro right, therefore, 
in saying that he 
foresaw 
and 
de­ 
scribed the different peases of hyp­ 
noid phenomena, both tho lethargy, 
which ho calls coma and the state of 
catalepsy and 
somenarab;\hsm, which 
he described ia very clear language.

Agreeable to the call issued by J. J. 
Howe, chairman of the county com­ 
mittee, a mass convention of Republi­ 
cans assembled at t he court house on 
Tuesday evening at 8 o’clock for the 
purpose of electing delegates to the 
district convention to be held in 
Brainerd on Tuesday, May 3d, and to 
the state convention to be held at St.

N. True, J. T. Prater, S. H. Parker, 
Harry Patterson, Joes Smith, J. Mc- 
Murtry, Martin Craig, I. T. Dean and 
Ed. Breheney to act, and they retired 
for deliberation.

convention 
rested during the half hour following 
and on their return proceeded to the 
election of two delegates from the 
country foi* the Brainerd convention, 
the following being the nominees and 
the votes received by each;

Jerry Root, Ft. Ripley................... 
Seth Dinwiddie, Mille Lacs.......... 
A motion was made that the two 
gentlemen who received the highest 
number of votes be declared elected 
delegates and the two remaining 
nominees alternates, which motion 
was carried.

The first six gentlemen in the above 
list having received the highest num­ 
ber of votes, it was moved and carried 
that they be declared elected dele­ 
gates to the St. Paul convention, and 
Henry Spalding, J. S. Gardner, J. J. 

Hagberg 
and A. F. Ferris as alternates.

So it seems that immorality is 
not the result of illiteracy. 


E vidently the Navy Department 
has been pleased with the results of 
the experiments which it has been con­ 
ducting at Indian Head with cellulose. 
It is announced that orders are to be 
issued to contractors at navy yards 
to pack the exposed parts of the new 
ships with this material. This cellulose 
possesses the quality of immediately 
swelling after it has been penetrated 
by a shot, thus preventing an inrush 
of water.

Janus; Charles Ferdinand 
Cliaumartin and the girl Rosalie Soubere 
took place to-day at the seine assize3 court. 
Kavochal and Simon were found guilty 
anti sentenced to penal servitude for life. 
The other prisoners were acquitted. 
Ba many threat* have been made that 
friends oi the prisoner:* would attempt 
some desperate act to either tree the ac­ 
cused or prevent their trial that admission

Tho prisoners are charged with can.- n » the 
explosions as the residenceo* Judge Benoit, 
No. 136 liouievard St. Germain, and at 
he residence o Public Prosecutor B j I ot at 
the corner of the Rue Ciichy and t< c Rue 
de Berlin. They are also charged with at­ 
tempting to blow up the police 
com- 
mi-sary at Cllcliy. 
The indictment re­ 
cited at great lengfli all the fact- in con­ 
nection with these outrages and showed 
plain’y ttie prisoner’s connection 
with 
them. The most elaborate precautions were 
taken by the authorities to guard against any 
attempt to interfere with t fie course of justice. 
When the reading ol the indictment was 
conclude!, Judge Guese exam.tied Rava- 
choi concerning tiie murders which it is 
charged lie ha* committed, and also con­ 
cerning the explosions. 
Ravaehol in a 
nonchalant manner

and took upon himself the entire responsi­ 
bility for the Boulevard St. Germain and 
the Rue Ciichy explosions. 
When qrn-b- 
t oned as to his motive* h r causing the ex­ 
plosion*, Ravaehol replied: . 
‘ I felt a eeling of unfeigned anger at the 
convict.on* o' Ia valloi* and l’erret. I do 
not think that Benoit and Bulot should 
have demanded the death of the lath­ 
ers of families. Then, again, the brutality 
of the pol.ee, when they arrested my com­ 
rades revo ted my conscience, and 1 de­ 
termined on revenge. 
In regard to the 
Germain explosion, I loaded a bomb that 
contained sixty cartridge*. 
I dressed my­ 
self in broadcloth and went to Benoit's 
house without attracting any attention. 
A ter depositing the machine and lighting 
rhe Ju-e 1 ran down v:a r* and reached 
tiie pavement ju*t a* the explosion oc­ 
curred.

S m all H u ts in W h ich F a r N o rth er­ 
n e r s H id e D u rin g t h e W in ter. 
The igloos, of winter stone huts, 
were n o t far from the sum m er tupiks, 
w rites a correspondent of Scribner’s. 
T hey were built upon the hillside, a 
p ortion of which is dug o u t to form 
the interior. The domed roofs were 
m ade of large pieces of fiat sandstone, 
carefully arranged and held in place 
by pieces of bone. These p ro tru d ed 
som ew hat into th e hut, and were 
utilized as hooks upon which hung 
harp o o n lines, pouches of seal and 
birtf skin, tin 
drinking-cups, bone 
drills, etc.

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S om e In te r e stin g and in te r e stin g 
E x p er im en ts, 
A Nebraska, farm er has been ex­ 
perimenting with p o ta to seed, and 
obtained some inform ation which is 
w'orth noting. It was on a small scale, 
to be sure, b u t th a t is the way experi­ 
m ents should be undertaken on the 
farm . 
He planted two medium-sized 
p o ta to e s of a late variety whole. 
Re­ 
sult, half a peck of very inferior 
tubers. He also to o k tw o of the same 
size and kind, cut them into nineteen 
pieces with an eye in each piece. F ro m 
these he obtained a little over three 
of very fine p otatoes. 
At the same 
time he planted two very small ones, 
no t larger th a n an ordinary bean, of 
course planting them whole, and w’as 
surprised to dig from the two lulls a 
ten-quart pail heaping full of the 
sm oothest and best p o tato es he saw 
last year. 
The same farmer also experimented 
a little with corn, obtaining results 
th a t do n o t accord with comm on 
theory. 
In his trial ground he p la n t­ 
ed five acres with corn shelled from 
the middle of the ear, and the sam eday 
planted live acres with seed from the 
whole ear. The la tte r was fit to crib 
ten days earlier th a n corn planted six 
da y s before, and the yield was much I inches.

chairs t h a t were in the box a t F o rd 's 
painted a p ath etic picture of a m a n T heater, \\ ashington. on the nig ht 
wallowing on the g ro u n d , wringing t h a t President Lincoln was assns- 
his h an d s a n d crying, in a n aironiz- 
ed voice:4* Licker, oh!bring me licker, 
sinated. 
The la st official chair of the 
Confederacy is one of g re a t interest. 
I t is th e one t h a t Jefferson Davis 
used in the residence of Mrs. P o tts as 
a n office chair after Richm ond was 
evacuated, a n d th e seat ot the Con­ 
federacy w as forced to the South. 
The m o st m odern of these chairs in 
this historic collection is t h a t used 
by president G rant, H ayes an d G ar­ 
field as an office ch air in the W hite 
House. 
One o th er choir of interest 
is t h a t used by President Garfield 
after lie w'as sh o t by G uiteau. 
I t is 
a n invalid chair of the 
reclining 
p a tte rn , a n d w as the only one used 
by t h a t m a rty re d President from the 
tim e he was sh o t by th e assassin 
until his death.

quality, the p lan tat ion should occupy 
the entire ground.

and wholesome addition to the grain 
an d hay ration. 
An instructive experiment in check­ 
ing p o ta to ro t is reported from Penn­ 
sylvania. 
In 
a patch devoted to 
the trial one half had the tops cut oil 
and removed as soon a* they showed 
any signs of ro t and the other half 
remained uncut. On digging the crop 
all the p o tato es from the treated 
portions of the field were found to be 
perfectly sound, while those from the 
other portion were unfit to use. 
It is of no advantage to plan t com 
before the ground is sufficiently warm- j 
ed to eerm inate the seed. 
It is apt to j 
ro t in dam p soil, an d then it L im- j 
p o rt a n t for corn to germinate quick- | 
)y and get a good s ta rt. 
P la n t deep 
in soil dry enough to m ake a good 
tilth, firm the ground, and with good 
after culture and the blessing of P ro v ­ 
idence there will be an ab u n d an t liar- j 
vest. 


Plan o f H og F eeding. 
Mr. Eli H eaton writes in the 
Indi­ 
a n a Farm er: Through your columns I j 
would like to give my b ro th er farmers 
my plan of feeding hogs during the 
p a st season, which I found was very 
healthful for the hogs and saves corn { 
cobs. 
L a st spring a year I bought 
half a bushel of the W hite Jerusalem ■ 
artichoke which planted a b o u t one- 
sixth of an acre; from this, in the fall, 
I sold 25 bushels of seed, I also buried 
a b o u t 12 bushels for my own use, 
then turned in 21 hogs to help them- 
selves. 
Here they grew and fatted 
with only a little corn each day, also 
with plenty of fresh water, and salt 
an d charcoal occasionally. This y ear j 
I have a b o u t one and one-half acres. 
I have turned in 39 head of hogs to 
fatten and 42 fall pigs are also feeding 
on 
them. 
After 
the 
fat 
hogs 
are 
sold 
there 
will 
be 
food 
enou h 
to supply my brood sows 
and pigs until spring with only a very 
little corn. 
In the spring I have only 
to 
fence 
out any 
ways enough tuber •? left in the ground 
for a new crop. These artichokes are 
very prolific an d will yield hundreds 
of bushels per acre. 
J think th a t ro o ts are the n a tu ral 
food for hogs, and it is needless to say 
th a t I have long since quit the cruel 
practice of using rinus. 
Let us try 
m ore of the ro o t feeding and have 1 
better and healthier hogs, especially 
when it will save time, labor and corn. 


P o ta to S cab . 
Extended experience with p o ta to 
scab leads the N orth D a k o ta experi­ 
m ent sta tio n to the following interest­ 
ing conclusions: Scabby seed tubers un­ 
der o rdinary circumstances produce a 
diseased crop of p otatoes. Seed p o ta ­ 
toes free from scab, upon soil free 
from the disease, will produce a heal­ 
th y crop of potatoes. 
The disease 
germs can remain in the ground from 
one crop to another. The m ost inter­ 
esting fact is, th a t by soaking the di­ 
seased seed in certain chemical solu­ 
tions before planting, an undiseased 
crop can be grown from the scabbiest 
potatoes, provided the soil be free 
from 
the 
scab 
germs. 
The 
point to be a tta in e d is 
to 
kill 
the 
adhering 
germs 
and n o t 
re­ 
ta r d the growth of the tuber. 
F o r 
this a treatm en t with corrosive subli­ 
m ate, mercuric bichloride, is recom­ 
mended. In the first place, wash the 
seed p o tato e s thoroughly either in 
running w ater or in a tub, changing 
th e water frequently; reject th e scab­ 
biest ones. 
F o r the treat meut, ob­ 
ta in a barrel and place in it thirteen 
gallons of water. Dissolve two ounces 
of corrosive sublim ate in tw o gallons 
of w arm water; ad d this to th e w ater 
in the barrei, an d st ir it well till th o r­ 
oughly mixed with it. 
Let the p o ta ­ 
toes rem ain in this solution an hour 
and a half. The liquid can be used 
again for an o th er quantity' of p o ta ­ 
toes. After the tre a tm e n t the tub er 
can be cut in the usual m anner an d 
planted. 
A similar scab is found on some v a ­ 
rieties of beets, presum ably the same. 
I t is unwise to raise p o ta to e s on the 
sam e land for successive seasons if 
they are shabby, an d it follows th a t 
beets should not be grown after scab­ 
by potato es. 
I t is probable t h a t 
other ro o t crops m ay be infested with 
the fungous disease. 
If so, it m ay be 
expected th a t preventiyes will 
be 
'ound which are effective.

more at once th a n is good for them. 
B ut if a lump of pure American rock 
saif (which is superior to the im port­ 
ed) is kept in the feed box they will 
ta k e it as needed. The gradual scoop­ 
ing out of a lump of salt which is al­ 
ways within reach of a cow show* 
how much it is relished and how con­ 
sta n tly used. 


C row ing B room Corn. 
A correspondent of the N ebraska 
F arm er doesn’t see where the profit 
of growing broom to rn comes in 
He 
planted forty-six acres last year and 
obtained a large yield—nearly ten 
tons. 
It cost him to harvest and get 
on board the cars $420.15, an d he 
received 
for 
it 
$042.25, netting 
$ 222.10. 
He planted the same acre­ 
age of field com , which cost to husk 
an d deliver a t elevator $138. The 
yield was 2,760 bushels, which sold 
for $000, leaving him $552.

The hill of Costabelle, near Hyeres, 
in the land of Provence, is w ithout 
d o u b t a n ideal home, says th e L o n ­ 
don Telegraph.

Genoa, it yields to none of them in 
n a tu ra l beauty, nor in th a t sense of 
delicious ease and restfulness. Hyeres 
and Costabelle are situated a t the 
very gate, as it were, of Flower Land, 
sheltered by palm and m yrtle and 
oak growing in endless forests, as free 
as any places can possibly be from 
th a t ugly curse of the Riviera—the 
wind known as 
the 
m istral—the 
centre of a v a st fiower-growingdistrict 
which supplies P aris and 
liOndon 
with its choicest blooms, high on an 
eminence above the white an d dusty 
roads th a t skirt the sea, and with the 
monotony’ 
of 
the 
Mediterranean 
broken by in num eral islands th a t 
sparkle in the sun. Even the old-world 
Saracenic town of Hyeres, with its 
crumbling castle and battered fo rt­ 
resses with the grirp vestiges of a tta c k s 
from w ithout and w ithin by cannon 
and earthq uake,’ m ust yield in glory 
t o Costabelle, the proud beauty who 
faces seaward and turn s her back on 
her fair rival. There are some faint 
signs of anim ation a t Hyeres of the 
Palm s. 
Miniatures cafes an d re sta u ­ 
rants, 
clubs 
and 
shops, 
p alatial 
hotels nnd gardens of acclimatization, # 
golf and lawn tennis grounds help to 
am use the visitors who prefer this 
peaceful spot to the round of gayety 
and pleasure elsewhere. 
Hyeres m ay 
be called the Cheltenham or the Leam ­ 
ington of the Rivirea. 
But the quiet 
heights of Costabelle 
are occupied 
entirely by the m ost prim itive of 
villages, by the three large hotels, and 
by the votive Church of Our Lady, 
with its lovely C alvary crowning the 
peaceful hill. Life as it is known else­ 
where in the sunny .South could not 
possibly exist a t Costabelle seldom 
resorted to as it is save by the pedes­ 
tria n or the 
home-loving invalid. 
Visitors pass by it on their way 
across the breezy isthmus to Giens; 
the naturalist h au n ts it for its b utter­ 
flies, and the b o tan ist for its rare 
flowers.

Trees 
properly pruned 
and the 
fruit well thinned ou t need never have 
theii limbs propped. 
The m an who 
carries o u t this mode will succeed, 
where th s neglected trees will be un­ 
profitable. 


Sleeping in d u st is the cause of the 
prem ature death of m any hogs. Give 
them plenty of bedding and d o n ’t per­ 
m it them to nest under corncribs or 
other buildings. 
The difference between a sh arp plow 
and a dull one m ay n o t app ear very 
im p o rta n t b u t it m ay m ake the dif­ 
ference in labor ot three horses com­ 
pared with 
two. 
When 
the imple­ 
m ents are in proper order less power 
is required. 


If you know anything a b o u t the 
care of horses, and have any sym ­ 
p a th y for them, w ater them as often 
as they w ant to drink—once an hour, 
if possible. 
By doing this, you 
will 
not be only merciful to your animals, 
bu t you will be a benefactor to you r­ 
self, as they will do m ore work; they 
will be healthier; they will look better; 
an d will be less liable to coughs and 
colds, and will live longer. 


Mr. H olm an, of Virginia, 
in the 
American Farm er, states th a t he had 
a neighbor w h o a few years agobought 
100 sheep for $300, an d th a t the first 
season after the purchase he sold 
nearly enough lam bs and wool to pay 
tbe entire cost, with original flock 
left. Mr. H olm an thinks 
th a t no 
evidence is lacking to prove the profit­ 
ableness of the business of sheep rais­ 
ing. 
It is said th a t the use of tarred paper 
to p ro tect trees is worse th a n all other 
evils combined, as it causes the bark 
underneath it to decay to the wood. 
A correspondent of the W estern Ru­ 
ral lost a fine young orchard of 200 
treess by this means, b u t n o t until 
after writing an article recommending 
the use of ta rre d paper, which he has 
been trying to correct ever since. 
There is one disadvantage, and but 
one, in getting the horns off from c a t­ 
tle—it removes the age m arks. 
B ut 
the 
compensating 
advantages far 
overbalance this. 
At two yqprs old 
a wrinkle appears a t th e base of the 
horn, and the following year it is suffi­ 
ciently developed to be easily seen. 
At five years of age a second wrinkle 
is fully developed, and after t h a t one 
appears every year, until a t the age of 
eleven or twelve the wrinkles are 
smaller, closer an d less conspicuous, 
a n d some of the earlier ones will be 
entirely worn away.

I am glad to be here in the 
interest of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows, one of the foremost benevolent 
and fraternal organizations of the world. 
1. Its Origin: 
Some Odd Fellows in the past have 
lived to show that we can boast a remote 
antiquity, but this theory has been com­ 
pletely given up. 
There is more or less 
definite reference to Odd Fellows socities 
since lTlfi, A. D. 
DeFoe speaks of lodges 
as early as 1745, A. D. J as. Montgomery, 
the great poet, composed a short poem 
on the Odd Fellows in 1788, A. D. 
The 
poem is full of sympathy with the order. 
In the early part of the century it be­ 
came firmly established in England. 
Origin in America: 
The Odd Fellows who came from Eng­ 
land, were wont to meet together in New 
England from 1802 to 1819, A. D. On 
April 20th, 1819, Thomas Wildey and 
four others formally organized the In­ 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows in 
America. Before be died, he lived to see 
the order grow n to 200,000 strong. He 
lived to see the lodges accumulate a 
revenue from dues of over $20,000,000 
He lived to see $9,000,000 spent in re­ 
lieving the distressed. 
At the present time the order is spend­ 
ing over $3,000,000 a year in benevolent 
objects. Over 700,000 men are now in 
the order. 
2. Significant name of the order.—The 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows: 
The term 
i n d e p e n d e n t contains a 
volume ef meaning. 
The Independents 
have remade England and are remodel­ 
ing the world. They have been the 
pioneers in modern democracy and in 
most of our civil and religious liberties 
in this country. They presided over the 
birth of this country, guided it in its 
youth, preserved its mtigrity, rescued it 
from slavery and Is one of tha great hopes 
of the future. 
The term Odd 
Fellows 
has been 
criticised by some. 
Wbat the world 
needs is meu that are not afraid to be 
odd. All great reformers were men who 
were not afraid to be odd. To be afraid 
to be odd is to stagnate all progress, and 
to reduce everything to a dead uniformity. 
To be odd leaves room for spontaneity, 
for inspiration, fo r growth. China is an 
example of those whose theory of life is 
to look forever in reverence to the past. 
Look out, look on, look up, and do not 
be afraid to be odd. Do just as you 
please, but always please to do right. 
Salt is one of the oddest things in the 
world, it imparts its qualities to what­ 
ever it touches, but assimilates little or 
nothing of other things.

3. Principles of the Order: 
The order is not a religious institution, 
to maintain sacraments and ordinances, 
but it is a limited Christian brotherhood. 
Christianity aims at being a universal 
Christian brotherhood, and in this respect 
Is broader than any institution. 
1. The order rests on two great prin­ 
ciples, viz: The fatherhood of God and 
the brotherhood of man. 
2. Trust in God. The workings and 
ritual of the lodges teaches faith in God 
as one of the necessary things in the 
life of a true Odd Fellow'. 
3. It believes in the Bible and from 
it draws most of its symbalism to illus­ 
trate its teachings and principles, i. e. it 
illustrates its teachiogs on brotherhood 
by the parable of the good Samaritan. 
4. It believes in prayer and has a 
chair in every lodge room devoted to 
that channel of divine intercourse with 
God. It provides that every lodge shall 
be opened and closed with prayer.

higher than the barbaric 
standards set up by many, such as see­ 
ing who can throw a weight thefurther- 
est,whocan run and jump most like a 
deer, or hug most like a bear. 
It be­ 
lieves m developing a healthy manhood, 
physically, morally, socially and civilly. 
8. It has a place for woman, and be­ 
lieves that she can keep a secret. Ladies, 
I commend to you Rebecca Odd Fellow­ 
ship. 
9. It is one of the stomachs of the 
republic, aiding in assimulating the tide 
of foreign emigrants that is constantly 
coming to this country—the tide of emi­ 
gration that has been coming to this 
country for so many years is like the 
deposit that the Nile brings down when 
it overflows its banks; it is a malorial 
deposit at first but afterwards a profit­ 
able fertilizer. 
10. It acts like oil poured on the 
everlasting conflict of religious ideas. 
It governs a meeting ground for men of 
all religious creeds. It demonstrates 
that it is possible for all these men to 
fraternize and act a practical Christi­ 
anity together. 
11. It is a secret society, but its 
secrecy is commendable. Nature is full 
of secrets. 
The place and mission of the order to­ 
day. As long os there are men dis­ 
tressed, as Tong as there are widows to 
aid and orphans to educate, as long as 
there is a place for friendship, love and 
truth, as long as there is a chance for the 
diffusion of the principles of benevo­ 
lence and charity, there will be place 
for Odd Fellowship.. 
1 hope your lesson of unity may be 
learned by many other organizations. J 
hope the spirit of unity which you cele­ 
brate on this wedding occasion may be­ 
come contagious. 
In view of the receding shades of 
Wildey and Evergreen, and as we stand 
in the youthful presence of UniyLlodge, 
I w’arn you against the one great laager 
j of unity, viz: stagnation. Bee tkatrom 
union be made a power. Push your 
new lodge for all you are worth, talk It 
up.

The history of hypnotism, says Dr. 
Luy* in 
Fortnightly R e v iew , form* 
part of the history of the marvt.oua in 
human existence. Any one may satisfy 
himself by reading special books on 
this subject. 
The scope of thi" article 
doe# not allow me to lay any further 
•tress upon it. 
In reality, hypnotism 
ia found under 
different names at 
all periods of history, from the incanta­ 
tions of the ancient Egyptian magici­ 
an down to the fascinations of Mesmer 
and the investigation# of Braid. These 
two persona began to separate the 
wheat from the chaff, and went so far 
aa to show what was real and truly 
scientific in that series of fanciful 
practices, 
bordering on witchcraft, 
which, under the most varied aspects, 
have many believers in the credulous 
who are always prone to swallow 
marvels. 
Modern hypnotism owes its name 
and appearance in therealmof science 
to the investigations made by Braid. 
He is its true creator; he made it what 
it is, and, above all, 
he gave em­ 
phasis to the experimental truth by 
means of which he proved that, when 
hypnotic phenomena aro called into 
play, they aie wholly independent of 
any supposed influence of the hypnotist 
upon the hypnotized, 
and that the 
hypnotized 
person 
simply 
reacts 
upon himself by reason of latent 
capacities in him which are artificially 
developed. 
Braid 
demonstrated that in this 
series of remarkable phenomena hyp­ 
notism, acting upon a human subject 
as upou a fellow field, merely set in 
motion a 
string of silent faculties 
which only needed its assistance to 
reach their development 
Here wo 
obviously have a now idea and a 
phenomena of the lirst importance 
which constitutes one of the most in­ 
teresting anxions of the question. 
In this field of new research Braid 
had further opportunity of evincing 
hia clear sightedness in many other 
particulars, and it may be said of him 
the outset he foresaw the different 
stages of hypnotism just as they have 
been since defined in France. 
He 
perceived their different manifestations 
and he thus laid the first foundation of 
the structure which ha« been so fortu­ 
nately developed by workers 
in dif­ 
ferent countries, and which for the 
future constitutes an entirely now 
chapter in general neurology. 
• Hypnotism,” says Braid, “does not 
comprise only one condition: it is rather 
a series of different points, capable of 
infinite variety, extending from tho 
lightest dreams in which tho natural 
functions are intensified, to tho pro- 
foundest state of coma, 
from which 
the conscience and the will are com­ 
pletely absent.” 
In another place he 
speaks with moro detail about hyp­ 
notic coma. 
Wo aro right, therefore, 
in saying that he 
foresaw 
and 
de­ 
scribed tho different phases of hyp­ 
notic phenomena, both tho lethargy, 
which ho calls coma and the state of 
catalepsy and 
somenanib»\lism, which 
he described is very clear language.
